partakes of the debility of the body, ‘and 
requiresrest. Fresh meats, game, poultry 
and (resh fish, wih plain vegetables, rice, 
bread, milk, and weak tea or coffee, should 
make upthe diet of the’consumptive invalid 
Whatever is taken, the stomach should be 
able'to transform into good nourishment,— 
Acup of boiled milk, with a table-spoonful 
oftea or coffee of the usual strength in it 
is generally acceptable. Good London or 
Dublin Porter, ‘‘old and well put in bottles,” 
is not opea tothe usual objection to wine 
and stimulating drirks. Good porter is a 
spur to digestion, and rarely disagrees wilh 
[the stomach. All set diets are objectiona- 
ble. The stomach must always be consul- 
ted; though I deny the indulgence of morbid 
cravings ofiin that whichis injurious, I do 
not on the other hand fix upon any exclu- 
sively fish, farinaceous, milk or vegetable 
diet, but leave the appetite to roam over all, 
selecting from each that tor which it has the 
greatest relish. 

Exercise should be taken in the open air, 
daily, to the extent the strength will permit.

Mountains, the Excel”? was steaming ata fine 
rate up the Kansas. It is more than 600 yards 
wide atthe mouth. The water of this river is 
mixed with a sandy sediment, like the. Missouri; 

bat it is free from snags, the bankg are less liable 
to wash and fall in, and the currentis not nearly 
sorapld. For the first hundred miles or so, its 
ayerage width will reach 600 yards; from Patta- 

waiomie to Big Blue, 400 yards; from Big Blue to 
Fort Riley, 200 yards. ‘Che Pawnee, or Republi- 

can, and Smoky Hill forks, are searceiy 100 yards 
wide. The Smoky Hill is the narrowest and deep- 
est. Below Uniontown (about 130 miles, by wa- 

ter, from the Missouri River) the Kansas. is quite 
straight, hut above that. point, it is crooked. It 
will be a good navigable river for two or. three 
months in cach year—perhaps for three or four in 
wet seasons; penetrating westward, as it does, in- 
to the heart of tho Continent, it therefore must 
become most important in 2.comimercial point of 
view.

Just above 
the junotion of that stream with the Kansas river, 
there is agreat bend, like a horse-shoe, where a 
tract of excellent, high bottom-land can be easily 
enclosed by a short fence across the neck. On 
the south side of the river, opposite that bend, 
there is a pretty town site, rising gradually back 
from the edge of the water—the plat covered with 
grass and scattering timber, forming a green lawn 
backed with high prairies. In this neighborhood 
the shore is rocky. We passed a° bald blaff on 
the north; with a rich botiom on the south side, 
anda high open lawnin the rear. A little far- 
ther on, the clevated prairies strike the river, giv- 
ing a charming variety to the scenery—while on 
the north areextended bottoms of rich timbered 
land. 

In'this vicinity we saw many Indians along the 
banks; we also passed a grape thicket, in the bot- 
tom, spread over several thousands of acres— 
while just abovo, on our right, rose a rocky blufi, 
covered with open woods. A little way above

ther up on the south bank, the high prairie comes 
right down to the water's edge. presenting another 
appropriate place, where the busy hum of com- 
merce may by-and-by speak the presence of a city. 
Here we stw numrous cabins of settlers; and a- 
way, as far as the eye could reach, in a aouthwes- 
terly direction, the prairies were high and rolling 
like the waves of Old Ocean. Southward, beauti- 
ful groves dot the prairie, and the dark line of 
timber that stretches along the Wakarusa valley 
—with the great . Prairie-mound, so toepeak, fix- 
ed there as the land-mark of perpetual beauty 
—the meandering river, with its dark skirting 
forests of timberon the north—all are scenes in 
nature’s Magnificent Panorama, here brought 
within 1ange of vision. Proceeding north, high 
rich bottoms extend for many miles, and wo saw 
yast thickets of graye-vinesypen-vines, raspberries, 
and-pawpaws. The timber was principally oak, 
walnut, ash, hickory, mulberry, hackberry, linden, 
cotton-wood, and coffee bean. 

A few miles below the mouth of the Grasshop- 
per, on the north, the prairie undulates gradually 
back from the river as far asthe eye can reach.— 
At its confluence with the Kansas, thero is on the 
opposite shore, a beautifal bluff; and between the 
Grasshopper and Mud Creek, there is a prairie 
bottom where pioneers were making claims. Capt. 
Baker thinks that from this point to the mouth of 
Kansas is a distance of 80 miles by the river. 


For the next 20 miles the eountry in our course 
presented the same general features as those just 
given—on both sides, alternating prairie and tim- 
ber, all capable of settlement. We paseed Mr. 
Stinson’s ferry; his house and farm are very pic- 
turesquely situated onan eminence where the up- 
land and prairies comé down to the river. 

About 100 miles from the mouth of Kansas (by 
Capt. Baker's estimate) we passsed, on the north 
side, a fine bluff with clumps of trees on the top, 
rich rolling prairie in the background, and heavy 
timber above and below. A little farther up, on 
the left bank, a-high prairie bottom comes in, 
which swells gracefully away southward, with cop- 
ses of timber, presenting to the enraptured pio- 
eer sites for the choicest farms. Settlements 
are being made there on both sides of the 
river. 

Passingionward, we come to the mouth of Sol- 
dier Creek, which bas its rise far up north, and 
gives variety to the landscape by its dark line of 
fringing timber. We next saw Pappan’s Ferry. 
His house is onthe right, in a fine timbered bot- 
tom; while, on the south high prairies, such as 
we have already noticed, come down to the river. 
Here we crossed the Pattawnatomie line, about 
115 miles from the mouth of Kausas. Timber on 
both sides of tho river was next passed,—the 
prairie blufis; on the south, about 100 feet high,— 
soon after which, we reached the Great Crossing. 
There are three ferries together—with Pattawat- 
omie settlements, st>res, and the “Baptist school 
and mission.on the south side; and, every few 
miles beyond, there was the same succession of 
groves and prairie on either hand, presenting une- 
qualled situatons for farms. 


‘ 
Uniontown was next seen. It is made up of 
about twenty log cabins, and is situated, on the 
north bank, about a mile from the river. Steam- 
ing onward, we passed Red Bluffs and Darling's 
Ferry; and « little farther bayond is Mill Creek, a 
considerable stream, on which the Pattawatomies 
have erecteda mill. The soil here is of a red mu- 
latto color, and is yery productive; up this little 
river we saw fine groves of timber and many bigh 
mounds, forming scenery of surpassing beauty. 
Above Mill Creek, on the south, we passed an 
excellent prairie town site. A little farther on 
the same side, there are lofty banks of red marle, 
with high prairie in the rear. We saw a large 
band of Indians who had been holding a council 
in the neighborhood, and here the ‘carease of a 
huge buffalo floated past. Again we had tho rich 
bottoms and prairies, on either side of us; and 
when we could withdraw our gaze from the coun- 
try near by, we caught glimpsos of the splendid 
portions stretching away far beyond. Coming to 
an Indian wood-yard, 15 cords of wood were ta- 
ken. on board, for which was paid the sum of 
$37,50. This is a new employment, as. wall as a 
profitable one forthe red-men; and the owners 
promised to have 15 or 20 cords more ready by 
the time the steamer returned. Our ‘fine little 
craft wasn mont interesting sight to must of thei; 
and sife was examined, from the bank, by over a 
hundred whom curiosity had drawn together to sea 
what had made sucha shrill whistle! They were 
very animated; and commerce may yet infuse ia- 
dustridus habits into any ef the Indian race. 

About a mile farther up, and a little back from 
theriver, is the Catholic Mission. Skimming a- 
long for about 25 miles farther, we reached the 
mouth of Vermillion River, emptying from the 
north, the timber on its banks forming « dark 
line throngh the landscape for many miles along 
its conrse. ‘Two miles, or so, above, we passed 
the western Pattawatomie line—supposed to be 
about 170 miles by water from the mouth of the 
river. 

And from this western lina, let it bo remarked, 
all the country westward and northward is open 
for settlemonts

Where the winds sometimes sweep along 
with unbroken violence. We saw the Pilot 
Mounds in the distance, where the military road 
leaves the Kansas bottoms, and passes through a 
depression in the bluffto the crossing of the Blue. 
We passed some small creeks on the right, with 
settlements on them; and, Clark’a Creek on the 
loft, affording some fine timbered lands, ‘and good 
springs. 

A little after sunrisa on Tuesday morning, we 
neared Fort Riley—its fine atone buildinzs loom- 
ing up grandly in the sunbeams. It is Toeated at 
the junction of the Republican and Smokyhill 
forks of Kansas, on the second bench or roll of 
the prairie, having higher bluffs immediately be- 
hind, from which the building rock is quarried. 
It is soft limestone, easily out into with a pick, 
and can bo split into any shape; we noticed the 
ssine horizontal etrata cropping out -at all eleva- 
ted. points in ihe prairie. Crossing the Pawnee or 
Repoblican fork by the Government bridge, we 
had 8 good view of the fine country between the 
two riters, which risea gracefully backward in 
high swelling prairies. Here there is a saw-mill 
jast sterted. We strolled up the Republican, 
gathered some black raspberries, and crossed 
& spring branch, then mounted a high bluff whence 
we could see the beautiful Republican Valley a 
long way up. It is nearly three miles wide, high, 
dry, and level, with a loose, black, rich soi’,— 
The river flows in a serpentine course through 
the prairie bottoms, at some bends making near- 
ly. a cirenit of six or eight mies, and coming back 
to within « mile of ituelf again,—the banks gen- 
erally having alight fringe of timber, with oeca- 
sional groves near the waters edge, in the rnvines, 
and on the blotfs. This is truly a detightfal 
valley—the most inviting for settlement we ever 


daw. 

The “Excel” made « shert trip up Smokyhill, 
Lieut, Sargent, frou the Fort, aceompanied us. 
We Jrad au oxciting time. Tha constant announ- 
coment from the man who heaved the leffd, was, 
“No bottom.” The river was full, and the cur- 
rent strong, but we had preat difficulty in getting 
round the short bends;—it. keeps on the course of 
the main Kansas, coming a little more frony the 
south-west. There is more timber on this river, 
than on the Kansas shore Pattawatomie, and the 
soil is better, We observed n deep marla depo- 
ait on the bluffs, beneath black soil’ and the bot- 
toms inclined up prettily fro the river. A Tittle 
way up, we saw a band of Fox Indians crossing 
over, going north ona baffalo-huut; and their 
motley procession stretched along over the prai- 
ries for miles. Here and there in the party was 
carried « pole, witha swan’s neck or engle’s head 
and tail, &c.stuck uponit for a fleg- They had

Tooked’ well. Great was tlie surprise manifested 
on seeing the “Excel” puffing along up these un- 
known waters; but, poor fellows, the startling

Here and t¢ 
tho westward, a new era jp agriculture must bo 
| innagurated—a new system must be practised. 
Natare demands that it shunld be so. Instead of 
clearing timbered lands, as in Raster States, the 

citizen-farmers of Kansus must grow their tim- 
| ber. ‘There is fuel wanted, but coal in many 

places can bo got with little iabdr; houses must 
be built, and fences made, bit in the absence of 
sufficient timber, excelletit rock for nll purposes 
| can be procured itt abundance; or, for fencing,

with Osage Orage, The country abounds with 
the most luscious grapes. Stock of all kinds are 
remarkably healthy; and these rolling prairies 
will make the finest sheep~walks in the world.

Those in 
the Platte Purchase, immedintely east of the Mis- 
souri River, who attend to fruit-rowing say that 
thoir apples, peaches, plums, &e., cannot be sur- 
passed anywhera; we can see no reason why a8 
much may not be said of the same crops in the re, 
gion across the riyor. ¥f 

The winters aro generally dry and fileasant, dnd 
the roads fino; but little snow fotfs, and this‘lays 
on the ground only for a shorttime. Sométimes, 
however, thera are very “cold spells’? of weather, 
but they are not “of long duration. For instance, 
the masons in Parkville, Platte Co., Mo., quarried 
and nid stone last winter with but little interrup- 
tion on account of the weather. Common cattle, 
colts, mules, and sheep, can be wintered on blue- 
grass, provided the pastures are allowed to grow 
up in the Fall, and the stock have « little corn or 
hay oconsionally. Febraary and March aro! fre- 
quently quite pleasant, and much plowing can be 
done in the mellow dry loam of the Kansas Val- 
Jey. The summers are quite warm and long, the 
thermometer (Fuhr.) not unfrequently marking up 
to near 100 deg. in the shade. The high prairies, 
however, are generally fanned hy cool refreshing 
breezes; and as we ascend the branches of ‘the 
| Kansas from Fort Riley, there is a rapid rise to.n 
cooler region. In May and June there is a super- 
sbundance of rain; but the latter end of summer 
and fall are generally dry. 

Having been across the territory many times in 
course of the bast fifteen years, we give these re- 
marks as the result of our experience. 


One of the best’ approaches to the magnificent 
Kanans Valley and Fort Riley is frou Parkville, 
passisg thence up the north side of the river by 
the excelleut road loading past the new Fort into 
the heart of the country. The military are bridg- 
ing the larger streams. Those whocrosa the Mis- 
sissippi between Burlington arid Haxviba), should 
ke the route through Gallatin, Hunterville, or 
Chilicothe; and those crossing hetween Hannibal 
and St. Louis should bear wp through Brunswick, 
Richmond, ond Liberty 10 Parkville, erossing the 
Missouri there. Those who come up the river by 
the steamers, will find Parkville 2 most conveni- 
ant place to land at, to procure their outfits, and 
go right into the territory, 

The stores and warehouses in “the town’ are 
well filled with immense stocks of general mor- 
chandise, provisions, &c., repuisite for supplying 
hardy settlers; and the merchants are ever busy 
and obliging. There are two steam saw-mills in
